Speech by E. R. Bliss. 


E. R. Bliss, the next speaker, was received 
with applause. He said: 

During the night before the battle of the Wil- 
derness the sti:lness of midnight was disturbed 
by a most terrific yell from the rebel army. It 
was later learned this was a scheme to detract 
attention from a weak point in the enemy’s lines. 
So when unscrupulous politicians give a 
ferocious yell it is often to detract at- 
tention from a weak point in their lines. 
Tonight the lines are drawn. Tonight we hear 
from the chief of the enemy a demoniacal yell 
against the integrity of one man and the judi- 
cial honor of a venerable Judge. Look on the 
picture presented—a non-partisan Commissioner 
ticket and a partisan judicial ticket. Look 
again; you see the form of one on whom the 
shadows of life have lengthened. One who is 
one of the pillars of our judiciary, an honor to 
the law, the community. the State. 

Government is divided into different branches. 
Now, the Governor of Illinois undertakes to 
malign the judiciary department, which stands 
free of the exscutive department. Should the 
judiciary declare that the Governor who signed a 
law acted in an arbitrary and unjust manner 
what would the people say? They would call it 
treason. Gov. Altgeld denounce Judge Gary be- 
cause of his act as Judge. It is treason to the 
State. It is treason to the Constitution. [Cheers. } 
I wish to read to you the opinion of Justice Mul- 
key, who passed in review the case of the Anarch- 
ists. He is a Democrat. He says: 

In view of the great number of defendants, the

Judge Collins Indorses Gary. 

Judge Collins was applauded on being in- 
troduced. He said in part: 

I have been touched tonight by what we have 
seen here—a man who for thirty years has lived 
with us and who for tuirty years has never been 
ona political platform. Do you realize what 
that means—that a man can grace the 
bench in this county and then at the end of 
a glorious career be dragged into politics? 
what is it? Not far from where we are tonight a 
bomb exploded. Its effects are with us yet. The 
same danger exists now and in a greater degree. 
Was Gary ever accused of venality? His name 
has been a synonym of integrity and judicial 
ability all over this land. Why does he have to 
say to you that this is the first time he has been 
on the political rostrum during thirty years on 
the bench? He has been indorsed by both parties. 
Why is he now a target? What man, woman, or 
child hes he injured? None. He has adminis- 
tered the law as God gave him to see the law and 
the right. 

Do you know what moral courage it required 
of Judge Gary to try that case, to face bombs and 
revolver shots day after day and night after 
night? Think of that. For the sake of our 
community, our State, and posterity, be 
just this matter. Has every man 
the moral courage, the judicial ability, 
the integrity that goes to make a Gary? 
We have three branches of government. They 
act separately-the legislative, executive, and 
judiciary. When Governor was sworn in he 
swor e to support the Constitution of the State to 
the best of his ability. Has he done it? No. 
He has disgraced our goverument more than any 


man who sat in that chair graced Gov. Ogles--

NO EXTENSION OF TIME 


SOUTH PARK BOARD TO HOLD fan 
OFFICIALS TO OONTRACT. 


President Donnersberger Says Jackson Park 
Must Be Turned Over Jan. 1, 1894, and 
the Buildings Must Be Removed Ac- 
cording to Agreement—Chicago Citizens 
Should Not He Deprived of Their Right 
Longer That a Few Exposition People 
May Make More Money from Salvage. 

Unless the South Park Commissioners ex- 
perience a c of heart the World's Fair 
officials will have to live up to the letter of 
their contracts regarding the removal of 
buildings. They will also be called upon to 
turn the park over to the Commissioners Jan. 
1, 1894. This the decision of the board 
at one of its meetings and President Donners- 
beiger says this will be final, unless some- 
thing decidedly more pertinent shall be ad- 
vanced by the Fair authorities why they 
should be allowed an extension of time. 

The Fair authorities at a meeting Tvesday 
decided that to be forced to carry out their 
contracts with park board would result 
in a tremendousAoss to the Exposition com- 
pany which practically means the people of 
Chicago. Many of the State and Foreign 
Commissioners seem to feel that they will be 
harshly dealt with if they have to remove 
their buildings by May 1, 1894. The Secre- 
tary of the Great Britain commission has 
written a request that his building be allowed 
to remain until the fall of 04. 

It is the eighty-four-acre tract at the north 
end of the park, on which are situated the 
State and foreigd buildings and the Art and 
Fisheries Builditigs, and which under the con- 
tract with the park board must be vacated by 
May 1, 1894, with which the Fair authorities 
are most concerned. To remove all these 
buildings by the time stipulated, the Fair peo- 
ple say, means to tear them down so hastily 
that there will bé practically no salvage. They 
also want the time of removal in the rest of 
the park, incl the Midway Plaisance, ex- 
tended to May. 1895. Accordingly they have 
decided to petitién the South Park Board for 
such an extension. © 

These requests, President Donnersberger 
says, will not be granted. 

Terms of Contract Understood. 

“Our contracts with the World's Fair,” 
said Mr. Donnersberger yesterday, were 
made with a full knowledge of what was 
called for. This contract was discussed fully 
by everybody ditect!y concerned and the Fair 
people exp | themselves as satisfied. It 
was generally tonceded at the time that the 
South Park Commissioners had acted in a 
liberal manner. The park was turned over to 
the Fair accorditg to the agreement and our 
board has nevér had one word to say con- 
cerning what the Fair people did with it. 
They have carriéd out their own sweet will. 
Never once have they said to us by your 
will,’ ‘by yout leave,’ or ‘by your favor.’ 
They never camé to us unless they had a favor 
toask. When they had anything to dispose 
of and could not find a customer they would 
suggest that if be turned over to the South 
Park Board fork greater consideration than 
they could obtain elsewhere. They apparent- 
ly think we have nothing to do with our

But the Fair is Ver and done with, or will be 
in a few days; it has been a great success, 
but that is no réason why the officials should 
try to avoid livihg up to their contracts and 
drag out the tlearing up process for two

TO CLOSE SOME OF THE FAIR GATES. 


Plans Made by Supt. Tucker for Admis- 
sions After the Fair Ends. 


Horace Tucker, Superintendent of Admis- 
sions. gave orders yesterday that no more 
photographs be taken for passes. The money 
for twenty-one photographs taken late in the 
afternoon was refunded, Supt. Tucker is 
getting his department into shape for closing 
day, next Monday. On and after Wednesday 
morning seventeen of the twenty-three gates 
will be closed. Visitors wishing to see the 
Fair after that day must enteratthe Fifty- 
seventh, Sixtieth, Sixty-second, Sixty-fourth, 
elevated station, or Cottage Grove 
avenue gates. From two to three 
turnstiles at each of these gates will 
be kept open as long as the crowds continue 
to come, but the force of attendants will be 
reduced to the lowest possible point. The 
sifting out process will begin today. Supt. 
Tucker will carefully look over the names of 
his employés and will scrutinize their records 
for the last six months. The oldest men with 
the best records for faithful gnd efficient serv- 
ice will be retained, nearly one-third the pres- 
ent force. On account of the shutting off of 
electric lights on the grounds the gates will 
be open to visitors after Oct, 31 only from 8 
a.m. to 4:80 p. m. The Illinois Central. Bal- 
timore and Ohio, and Northern Pacific have 
agreed to abandon the use of the terminal sta- 
tion after Tuesdav.

ON THE SAVAGE LAKE, 


OHIOAGO’S GALLANT LIFE-SAVERS 
BUFFET WIND. AND WAVE, 


They Rescue Two Men from the Distressed 
Yacht Blackhawk, Floundering in the 
Billows Off Lincoln Park=Then, After 
® Valiant Struggle to Reach the Home 
Station, They Are Foreed to Turn About 
and Scud- Wia Night Ride for Evanston 
Finally Beach Their Disabled Boat, 


The lookout man in the Life-Saving Sta- 
tion at the mouth of the Chicago River saw a 
signal of distress from a floundering vessel 
off Lincoln Park at 7:45 o'clock last night. 
A crew of seven men manned the lifeboat, 
rescued two men from the sinking yacht, and 
not until 3:30 o’clock this morning did they 
return to the station. The air compartments 
of their boat filled with water and after 
rowing for four hours in a headwind they 
turned around, went north, and at 2 a. m. 
made a landing on the beach three miles north 
of Lincoln Park. The men were thoroughly 
exhausted with their fierce struggle with wind 
and wave, 

The Blackhawk was the yacht that flew the 

‘signal of distress. Who the two men on board 
were nobody on land seems to know. It was 
apparent, however, that they were not familiar 
with handling a boat, and when a sudden 
squall struck their craft off the foot of Fuller- 
ton avenue it was apparent that they would 
have a narrow escape for their lives. The 
lifeboat made a quick pull to the wreck and 
arrived none too soon, for the little vessel was 
fast being pounded to pieces by the choppy 
waves. The rescue was accomplished with 
some difficulty, one of the men falling over- 
board. One of the lifesavers threw him a 
line and he was dragged on board. 

The homeward start was made at 8:45. 
But the wind was blowing so viciously from 
the southeast that little progress was made. 
The men bent to their oars, but half an hour’s 
hard work showed little progress. The men 
battled with the waves as best they could and 
at 11 o’clock had reached a point a mile 
north and half a mile east of the home station. 
Then for fifteen or twenty minutes they tried 
to make their way to the breakwater, but, 
work as they would, they made absolutely no 
headway, and, according to the man on the 
look-out in the life-saving station, hardly 
seemed to be holding their own. Finally the 
unequal contest was given up, and the boat 
was swung around and headed north. The 
look-out man soon lost sight of it. 

‘ Anxious About the Rescuers. 

As hour after hour passed and no tidings of 
the boat came the men on duty at the life-sav- 
ing station became nervous. They thought 
the boat had headed for Evanston and said it 
should have made the trip in two hours, At 
2:30 o’clock nothimg had been seen of the 
boat, and, while its seaworthiness was not 
questioned, it was thought it might have cap- 
sized, the rescued men from the yacht faring 
badly in that case. 

Just at 3:30 seven men wet to the skin 
walked into the station and announced they 
had had one of the narrowest escapes of their 
lives, 

Oscar Wilkinson said: After rowing in 
the face of the wind for over three — 
making so little progress that it was ha 
perceptible something went wrong . with out 
airtight: compartments and in a second the 
boat was water „ filled between decks. 
This prevented self-acting emptying 
vaives from working and the boat was soon 
full of water. We decided to go with the

The boat is of 
such a pattern that it would not be easy to 
swamp it unless it were crushed by contact 
with a vessel or rock.

A. F. BARKER PUT UNDER ARREST,

Chief Bonfield Thinks He Knows Some- 
thing About the Missing Silver Brick. 
A. F. Barker, a private watchman and jan- 

itor of the Idaho exhibit in the Mining Build- 

ing, was arrested by one of Chief Bonfield’s 
men last night, it is said on suspicion of hav- 
ing stolen the jewels and silver brick from 
the Idaho exhibit last Sunday. Barker was 
locked up at the Woodlawn Station charged 
with burglary and larceny. Barker was on 
duty last Sunday night when some one broke 
into a show-case in the Idaho mining 
display and took a small bottle full of rubies 
in the rough, a box containmg some opals, 
and a silver brick weighing eighty-six pounds 
and valued at $1,100. The case was pried open, 
it appears, with an iron bar, Monday morn- 
ing Barker left no report of any disturbance 
during the night, but when E. H. Fleming, 
who has charge of the jewels, arrived he dis- 
covered the robbery. Barker said he knew 
nothing of the theft and had left the exhibit 
for only half an hour during the night. Tues- 
day afternoon Mr. Fleming by accident found 
an iron bar two feet long, apparently 
the one used to pry open case, 
Barker said he repaired a table Sunday morn- 
ing and threw the bar behind some ore, where 
it was found. When searched a pocket-book 
containing seven rubies and one opal was 
found in Barker's pocket. He insisted he was 
innocent oi the robbery and said the jewels 
were given him by John Maguire, manager of 
the Utah exhibit. Mr. Maguire said he gave

FAMOUS ITALIAN ARCHITECT DEAD. 
TALIAN 


Marquis Mario Bragaidi Expires in New 
York Hotel. 

New York, Oct. 25.—[Special.]|—The 
Marquis Mario Bragaldi, a well-known scenic 
and decorative artist and architect, died in 
the Hotel Riccadonna, in this city, Oct. 24. 
He was born at Milax, Italy, in 1806, and came 
to this country in 1832, with a fame already 
established both in Rome and London, bring- 
ing with him letters of introduction to many 
well-known citizens of that time—the Astors, 

inelanders, Costers, Kingslands, Haights, 
and others. The Emperor of Brazil sum- 
moned him to RioJaneiro to prepare plans 
for the proposed palace, the erection and 
decoration of which he superintended. As a 
mark of honor he was chosen godfather 
to one of the children of the royal family. 
He subsequently built the Theater Royal 
Madrid, Spain. Returning here he decorat 
the mansion of the late A. T. Stewart, then in 
course of erection and now occupied by the 
Manhattan club. He also did considerable 
work asa scenic artist. He leaves a 16-year- 
old daughter by à second marriage and a 
married daughter by his first marriage.

HABEAS CORPUS NO AID TO WEEKS. 


President Rodrigues Refuses to Recognize 
One- The Case in Politics. 
ISPRCTAL CABLE.) 

Saw Josz, Costa Rica, via Galveston, Tex., 
Oct. 25.—[Copyright, 1893, by James Gor- 
don Bennett.}—The last hope of those who 
have been taking Embezzier Francis H 
Weeks’ part here was destroyed last night 
when President Rodriguez refused to recog- 
nize a writ of habeas corpus for Weeks 
brought by his attorney, Fernandez. It had 
been the hope of those who have been oppos- 
ing extradition that a writ of habeas corpus 
obtained at almost the last moment might de- 
lay the departure of Weeks at least until he 
received a new hearing. Fernandez applied 
to the courts yesterday and wus granted the 
writ, but when it was presented to President 
Rodriguez he refused to recognize it ana ar- 
rangements were’ completed for taking 
Weeks to Port Limon. The program ar- 
ranged is to take Weeks in a special govern- 
ment train to Port Limon, and there transfer 
him to the steamer Foxhall, which is to sail 
for New Orleans, La., this afternoon. Mrs. 
Weeks is to accompany her husband to the 
coast, and Minister Baker and Consul Will 
jams will also journey with Detectives Reilly 
and Von Gerichten to Port Limon. The gov- 
ernment has detailed a sufficient force of 
soldiers and police to guard against any at- 
tempt to rescue the»prisoner, even though it 
is thought none will be made. 

Weeks seems fully resigned to the position 
in which he finds himself and is apparently 
indisposed to attempt to escape. The decision 
of the President last night in the matter of 
the writ of habeas corpus was not much of a 
surprise to him. In fact, he seemed to have 
little hope that it would be otherwise. Presi- 
dent Rodriguez’s action, however, has 
aroused a storm of indignation and it may 
have disastrous results. The pr protests 
vigorously, and there is a popular disapproval. 
Dr. Valverde, the Minister of Finance, and 
the only member of the President’s Cabinet 
who has been opposed throyghout to the ex- 
tradition of Weeks, has resigned and may be- 
come a candidate for the Presidency. 

The extradition is likely to figure to a con- 
#iderable extent in the next campaign, and 
Valverde may consent to lead the opposition 
to the government. It has already nearly 
caused a duel, for José Maria Gutierrez and 
Castro Orono were to have met today, but 
the police stepped in and prevented. Gu- 
tierrez is the editor af the Diaris de Comer- 
cio. the paper which has been the 
strongest in befriending Weeks and in 
its opposition to his extradition. Orono is 
a Colombian lawyer, and is erroneously sup- 
posed to have been the author of certain 
articles fdvoring the extradition. Gutierrez 
sent a challenge to Orono yesterday that the 
lawyer must meet him today at Agua Caliente, 
and preparations were made for the duel. The 
preliminaries were “all settled and the hour 
named, but the matter became public and the 
police promptly suppressed hostilities. The 
Diaris de Comercioz printed a scathing denun- 
ciation of the government for its decree grant- 
ing the extradition, and such was its bitterness 
that it is probable measures will be taken to 
suppress its publication.

The following asiniue paragraph is travel- 
ing the rounds of the newspapers. credited to 
“Gersh Martin, editor and publisher of the 
Galesburg (III.) Press and People 

No man ever saw, handled, or possessed a dollar. 
or any legal fraction of a dollar of legal money— 
to use a tautology—that was not fiat money. 
There is not a dollar of gold or silver coin, or 
nickels or cents, issued from the Federal mints 
under the authority of Congress that is not fiat 
money. The mere metal in them gives them no 
power at ali; no function as money. The mere 


as an equivaient in exchange for commodities, 
prodacts, and labor. 


It is a wonder that any editor can be found 
willing to print such staff as the Above. It is 
true that all our silver, nickel, and copper coins 
are token money, and will so remain as long 
as they are held up by the sustaining power of 
gold. Butthe gold coins are neither token 
nor fiat. They are worth their face all over 
the world. except that some of them may have 
lost a small quantity by abrasion. The only 
government flat on a gold col is substan- 
tially a declaration that the coin contains a 
certain quantity of gold. It is not true that 
the mere metal in the coins gives them no 
power at all. It gives them all the power they 
have, except the certification by the stamp 
which saves to the person receiving the coin 
the trouble and expense of ascertaining for 
himself just how many grains of pure gold it 
contains. 

Every bushel of our wheat and corn, every 
pound of flour, meats, cotton, and wool, and 
every gallon of our petroleum that is export- 
ed is paid for by the foreigners in gold at its 
bullion value, Similarly everything that ix 
imported into the United States from other 
countries is paid for in gold at its bullion 
value. From 300 to 1,000 million dollars’ 
worth of produce and other merchandise ix 
moving each way every year, and whether the 
money be paid directly in any case or only 
the balances sent across the ocean the reck- 
oning is always according to the bullion value 
of the gold and performed with direct refer- 
ence thereto. In the United States we cal! 
a coin containing a certain number of 
grains of gold a $10 gold piece or an 
eagle, but when it Ys sent abroad 
in payment for goods the 6oin is rated as so 
much bullion and pays for just as much as 
does an equal number of grains of gold in the 
form ofa bar. The English pound is rated as 
the equivalent of another stated number of 
grains of gold, and when sovereigns are sent 
here in payment they are accepted at their 
bullion value. If any of the coins have been 
worn down by abrasion the difference has to 
be made up. An instance of this was fur- 
nished in some of the packages of gold re- 
ceived here from London a few weeks ago. 
They contained small pieces of gold nipped 
out of coins in order to make up the required 
weight of pure metal. 

A merchant in England would care nothing 
and give nothing for a fiat by the French. 
German, or American Government declaring 
a piece of metal, coined or uncoined, to be 
worth more than the bullion value of the 
metal. A merchant in the United States 
would not respect any such fiat by a govern- 
ment of any country in Europe. To the mer- 
chant and banker in every one of these coun. 
tries it is the mere metal that is value, a | 
nota mint stamp. Two sovereigns are worth 
nearly as much as one gold eagle, for the rea- 


other reason. One thousand grains of gold 
are worth $43.10 of our present gold coin- 
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of silver monometallism, on which the silver 
coins, having no gold support, will be rated 
at home and abroad at their intrinsic value, 
as gold is now. But the intrinsic value of 100 
silver dollars would be only $57, instead of 
the $100 of purchasing power they possess so 
long as they are backed up by the gold. 


WOMAN SUFFRAGE IN MICHIGAN. 

The Michigan Legislature passed a law at 
its last session giving to women who could 
read and write the English language the right 
to vote at municipal and school elections, The 
Supreme Court of that State has just given its 
unanimous opinion to the effect that the law 
is unconstitutional, and that no woman can be 
allowed to cast a ballot at any Michigan elec- 
tion until the Constitution has been amended. 
Although it was claimed, while the law was 
under consideration, that nearly all the 
women in the State favored it, it is not likely 
that many of them will grieve deeply over the 
action of the court. 

The Michigan Constitution says that in 
all elections every male citizen shell be an 
elector and entitled to vote.“ The organic 
laws of other States nave substantially the 
same provision. Those who franred the above 
language for the Michigan Constitution and 
similar languuge in other States meant to 
limit the suffrage to males. They bad no idea 
that subsequent Legislatures would assume to 
give women the right to vote at any election, 
large orsmall. Nevertheless, laws have been 
passed in some States giving women the right 
to vote at school or municipal elections, and 
in some cases Supreme Courts have held them 
to be constitutional, while in others they have 
not. In some cases the Judges have been 
strict, and in other cases liberal construction- 
ists. 

Illinois passed a law giving women the 
right to vote at schoul elections, The Su- 
preme Court sustained it except as to County 
Superintendents. It held that as they were 
among the officers mentioned specifically in 
the Constitutiua only men could vote for 
them, but that the Legislature could author- 
ize women to vote for other schoo! officers be- 
cause not thus menmoned. Kansas has passed 
laws allowing women to vote at school and 
municipal elections, and they have been up- 


held by the courts, which followed the same 


reasoning as in Illinois. The Judges of the 
Michigan Supreme Court—being either 
against woman suffrage or opposed on prin- 
ciple to injecting into the Constitution some- 
thing its framers did not mean to put there— 
refused to accept the Kansas and Illinois 
precedents. Therefore, those who want to 
give Michigan women the ballot at municipa! 
and school elections either must amend the 
Constitution, which will be slow and difficult, 
or elect a new bench of Judges Who are 
willing to construe the Constitution so as to 
oblige the Legigjature. 


TRYING TO SHIFT THE RESPONSIBILITY. 

The manager of a Chicago railroad, on 
whose lines there have been no accidents, 
eays: 

The recent batch of accidents is the direct re- 
sult of the clamor for cheap rates. How? Be 
cause a volume of business was piled on to the 
companies greater than their carrying capacity. 
Unused stock was brought back to service and 
companies were compeiled to borrow coaches 
wherever possible. The Batt.e Creek accident is 
a case in point. The wrecked coachesdid not 
belong to the Grand Trunk company. They were 
borrowed, and though imperfectly equipped were 
used through necessity. 


Two important facts are concealed by the 
manager in question. One ot them is that 
if the railroads had been less greedy and less 
persistent in their efforts to force the people 
to pay high rates to come to the Fair—a pol- 
icy which their unused cars and small receipts 
finally foreed them to abandon—the immense 
volume of business which came upon them 
when they gave reluctantly at a late day what 
they should have granted cheerfully months 
ago would have been better equalized, and 
the liability to accidents léssened, while the 
total number of persons brought by them to 
the Fair would have been much greater. Un- 
taught by the lesson of the Centennial the 
railroads so acted that they had nothing to do 
during part of the Fair and rather more than 
they could handle towards its close. 

In the next place, many of the roads just 
prior to the time when the tide of Worid’s 
Fair travel set in indulged in the perilous 
economy of reducing the working force. Then 
when their trains did begin to fill up for the 
sake of economy they tried to do an extra 
large business with an insufficient number of 
employés. That necessitated overworking 
the men. They got too little rest and as a 
consequence were more likely to commit 
fatal errors. The responsibility for nearly 
all the recent accidents rests unmistakably 
upon employés. In one case the brakeman 
of a freight train was at fault. In the last 
one either a conductor or an engineer was to 
blame. Either those employés who have 
caused these casuaities were not fit for their 
places or they were overworked owing to the 
mistaken policy of their employers. In both 
cases responsibility for accidents falls on the 
roads. 

This railroad manager says aleo: 

In this matter of lighting and in every other 
particular pertaining to the protection of life the 
railroad companies are dong their best. if the 
newspapers and politicians would only let them 
aloné. They want the railroad companiés to 
carry the people for nothing. They won't permit 


them to earn money so that needed improvements 
can be made. 


This is a meiancholy perversion of facts. 
if newspapers did not expose the shortcom- 


ings of railroad corporations and tell the peo 


ple what the railroads ought to do to make 
Ute safe, and if politicians, seeing that the 
people were excited about the matter, did not 
pass laws to force railroads to do their duty 
by the public, there would be little improve. 
mentin railroad management in many re- 
spects. Constant newspaper criticism, which 
has spurred Legislatures to action or created 
a public sentiment which has forced the roads 
to muke concessions, has made railroad travel 
safe to a degree which would not have been 
the case had the papers “let the roads 
alone.“ 


Nor do the papers or the people want the 
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his reélection by a triumphant majority.

Altgeld had assailed 
with rancor and malice Judge Gary's rulings 
and decisions, which were upheld by the Su- 
preme Court of the State, by the United 
States Supreme Court, and dy the 
overwhelming majority of the peo- 
ple of this county six years ago. 
Gov. Aitgeld, through an unholy alliance 
with the worst elements of the polit- 
ical slums, seeks a reversal of those decisions 
and that verdict. What shall be the response 
of the people? As Gov. Oglesby eloquently 
pointed out, such a réversal would tarnish the 
luster of Chicago’s fame and demonstrate that 
the encomiums bestowed on this city 
when it stamped out anarchy and vindicated 
the law were not worthily bestowed. The 
citizens of Chicago owe it to themselves, to 
*he city of which they are justly proud, to 


their fame, to their dignity, and to their future 


to reply to Gov. Altgeld's challenge and to 
anarchy’s renewed menace to reélect Judge 
Gary.

A SCHEME TO DECORATE ALL CREATION. 

Once more John Boyd Thacher has called 
out an indignant protest from the American 
exhibiters at the Fair by his proposition to 
award extra medals and diplomas to all gov- 
ernments, departments, States, municipali- 
ties, public institutions, and other organiza- 
tions and officials which have contributed to 
the success of the Exposition, and to all indi- 
viduals or corporate bodies which have dis- 


tinguished themselves a: promoters of civili- 


zation since the date of the last universal ex- 
position. The exhibiters base their protest 
upon the fact that this new demand upon 
his time, if authorized by Congress, would 
plunge still deeper into confusion and malad- 
ministration ge rights of exhibiters who have 
been advised that medais and diplomas have 
been awarded them.“ They further set forth 
that the contracts for casting the medals not 
yet have been made, that the engraving of the 
diplomas barely has begun, and that they can- 
not be delivered fora year to come. They 
therefore contend that this “ justifies the 
strongest protest against adding to the duties 
already overwhelming him [Thacher], and 
any such aJd.tional responsibilities put upon 
him would increase the great injury already 
sustained by the exh.biters through his dem- 
onstrated incapacity to meet the require- 
ments of the Committee on Awards, which he 
constitutes. 

The plea of the exhibiters is a justifiable 
one. For some inscrutable reason the Na- 
tional Commission adopted the Thacher prop- 
osition without any canvass of its merits. The 
exhibiters’ last recourse, therefore, is to Con- 
gress. If that body does not squelch it this 
preposterous scheme, involving fresh expense 
and endless confusion, will go through and 
the work of making medals and diplumas to 
be given to thousands of persons who care 
nothing for them will be going on for years 
to come. When and how is the line to be 
drawn? Under the terms of the Thacher 
proposition every government, State, city, 
county, or town that has been represented at 
the Fair in any way, every institution that has 
had an exhibit, every military company that 
has paraded, every society that has turned 
out, every man who has e ven set off fireworks, 
every railroad that has carried people, every 
steam boat that has sa led to the Fair, every 
faker on the Midway Plaisance, every launch 
and gondola that has sailed on 
the lagoons, every newspaper in the 
country except the wicked New 
York Sun and wickeder Buffalo Express, 
every restaurateur, every Columbian Guard, 
bookseller, ticketseller, janitor, and scrub 
woman, every stockholder and bondholder, and 
every man, woman, and child who has been 
to the Fair and paid his way will be entitled 
toclaima medal and adiploma, for every 
one of these factors has contributed to the 
success of the Fair. The only exceptions will 
be the National Commission, the pass-holders, 
and John Boyd Thacher. In addition to all 
these every one who has been promoting civil- 
ization since the Paris Exposition will come 
in with a valid claim for the Thacher tags. 
Who is to pay for them? What will they be 
worth when they are mide? Who would give 
a brass tarthing for one of them when all 
creation will have them? If there ig a human 
being or a human institution with a point of 
excellence that will fail to get them it does 
not appear in this scheme for decorating the 
whole world with brass and sheepskin, with 
no other apparent object in view than the 
glorification of Mr. John Boyd Thacher.

Should ‘the track eleva- 
tions of the future be accompanied occasion- 
ally by slight depressions of the streets they 
cross, while the property-holders on those 
streets may sue for damages not one of them 
will be entitled to recover a cent. In every 
instance his property will be worth more 
when people can travel safely along the street 
on which his property fronts than when they 
cannot do so. If the city pays hereafter a 
cent’s damages on account of the erection of 
viaducts or making street travel safe in any 
other way it will be because the city’s legal 
representative does not attend to his busi- 
ness.
